We often hear gold and silver 
coin spoken of as the money of the 
constitution, but it is no more con- I 
stitutional 
money than any other i 
money issued by the government. 
The constitution declares that con- j 
gress shall 
have power 
“ 
to coin 
money and fix the value thereof,” j 
but nowhere defines money or de- 
clares from what material it shall 
be made. 
In 1792 congress in car- | 
rving out this provision declared j 
yeste; the unit of money to be a d o lla r; 
of 60c consisting of 
100 cents, and pro- ; 
ed onUdded that it should be made of 416 
to thfgrains of silver, 
892.4 thousandth 
count pure silver and 107.6 thousandth 
for baallov. 
The same act provided for 
Thethe coinage of silver half dollars, | 
but thquarter dollars and dimes in the 
tosser same 
proportion, 
gold 
eagles, 
with ahalf 
eagles 
and quarter 
eagles, j 
Proand copper cents and half cents. | 
who 
The 
eagle 
weighed 
270 
grains, 
shou halves and 
quarters in the same 
Ellis proportion. 
All of the fineness of j 
22 
carets 
or 
9162,3 
thousandth 
pure 
gold 
and

thousandth 
alloy; the cent to be composed of 
264 grains of copper. 
In 
1793 the 
cent was reduced to 208 grains and 
in 1796 it was again reduced to 168 
grains. 
In 1834 the weight of the 
the eagle was reduced to 258 grains 
o f' which 
232 grains was to be of 
fine gold, being an increase in the 
value of gold of 6.63 per cent. 
In 
1837 
the French standard cf fine­ 
ness of 900-1000 was adopted for 
bGth metals. 
The weight of the 
gold coin remained the same, but 
the 
silver 
dollar was reduced to 
4 1 2 ^ grains. 
In 1853 another act 
was passed by which the number of 
grains in fractional coin was re­ 
duced so that two half dollars were 
made of 384 grains, while the dol­ 
lars remained as before at 412J2 
grains. 
This 
act 
increased 
the 
value of the silver in the fractional j 
coin over seven per cent. 
From the original act, passed by | 
virtue of the power reposed in the 
constitution, and the changes since j 
made 
in 
the coinage, 
it will be 
seen that the creation of money and 
fixing 
and 
altering 
its 
value 
is 
wholly a matter of legislation, and 
does not arise from usage or cus­ 
tom. 
Arbitrary 
and 
fictitious 
values 
have been placed upon all metals 
that have been coined. 
If we take 
the silver dollar as a standard, two 
half dollars 
have been oveivalued 
seven cents, 
twenty nickles have 
been overvalued 97 cents, and one 
hundred 
copper cents have been 
overvalued 99 cents. 
It must be 
concluded that if the government 
has the right to put seven cents of 
fiat in two half dollars, 97 cents in 
twenty nickles, and 99 cents in 100 
cents of copper coin, it has the same 
right to make a fiat dollar.

tion, for the supreme court has set- 1

settle their balance in a great clea r­ 
ing house of nations.” 
H ow many kinds of government 
money are new in circulation? 
Eight. 
T h e y are gold, 
silver, 
copper and nickel coin, greenbacks, 
gold certificates, silver certificates, 
and treasury notes issued under the j 
Sherman act. 
Are they all at par with gold ? 
Yes, 
and 
are 
interchangeable 
with each other. 
It 
is 
the most 
wonderful feat in finances that eight 
different kinds of money, issued un­ 
der different laws and for different 
purposes should be maintained at 
a parity.
